SMOKING LINK 


DALLAS, Tex (AP)—There was 
fresh fuel today for a dispute be­ 
tween medical and tobacco indus­ 
try researchers over what consti­ 
tutes a link between lung cancer 
and cigarette smoking. 
New anatomical evidence shows 
a direct relation between abnor­ 
mal tissue changes which precede 
cancer, as well as lung cancer 
itself, and the number of ciga­ 
rettes smoked, a scientist told the 
American Medical Assn Friday, 
His report drew immediate fire 
from the Tobacco Research Com­ 
mittee 
Its spokesman declared 
that numerous other expert* do 
not agree with the finding 


V.A. Hospital Doctor 
Dr, Oscar Auerbach, chief of 
laboratory service at the Veterans 
Administration Hospital in East 
Orange. N J,, made these points 
in a report to an AMA clinical 
gathering: 
Studies of 17.397 lung tissue 
samples from 402 men who died 
in VA hospital “ seem to us to 
indicate that cigarette smoking is 
today a major factor in the causa­ 
tion of lung cancer.” 
Sixty-three of the deaths result­ 
ed from lung cancer. All 63 men 
smoked tobacco, 
and 60 used 
cigarettes. 
Of the 339 patients dying from 
other causes. 238 had smoked half 
a pack or more cigarettes a day. 
Lung 
tissue 
from 
this 
group 
showed cell changes which "prob­ 
ably represent a change toward 
cancer ” 


Hot* Little Change 
Few changes appeared in lung 
cells of 55 who smoked little or 
none. 
Auerbach, who also is an asso­ 
ciate professor at New York Med- 
i ical College, drew a conclusion 
that lung cancer and conditions 
leading to it "depend almost com­ 
pletely on the number of ciga- 
. rettes smoked.” 
He 
added 
that 
this 
opinion 
agrees fully with previous evi­ 
dence based on extensive statis­ 
tical studies. 
Those who worked with Dr 
Auerbach 
included 
Dr. 
Arthur 
Purdy Stout of Columbia Univer­ 
sity and Dr. E. Cuyler Hammond 
of the American Cancer Society. 


Reply Made 
Taking issue with Auerbach and 
his staff was Dr. Robert C. Hock­ 
ed of the Tobacco Research Com­ 
mittee, which has an exhibit at 
the AMA meeting here. 
"These same observations, first 
publicized by Dr. Auberbach in

From Windburn Damage

lf the leaves of rhododendron, 
mo; mat in laurel, and other broad­ 
leaved evergreens have a burned 
or diseased appearance they may 
be showing the effect of windburn. 
Windburn is common on broad­ 
leaved ev ergreens exposed to win­ 
ter winds and sun. as happens 
on the

At 68 the dicta­ 
tor himself looks fit and healthy. 
He expresses absolute confidence 
that he will overcome his adver­ 
saries. within or without the coun­ 
try.
